MRS. CECELIA JORGENSON IN- 
JURED IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Mr. and Mrs. John Anderson’ and 
two children and.

Overgrazing within. timbered areas 
results in considerable damage to the’ 
young trees, according to. the Forest 
Service, .. When other vegetation be- 
comes dry ‘and tough, tree. reproduc- 
tion ‘may be” badly “damaged unless 
there is. mére desirable browse on the 
area. 


Alfalfa and clover are among the 
best pasture crops:for sheep.  Be- 
cause of the great danger of bloating, 
however, sheep should never be 
turned ‘on: such pastures when wet 
with dew or rain. Moreover, sheep 
‘should be accustomed to clover or jal- 
falfa pasture gradually by giving 
them.a full feed of blue grass pasture 
or legume hay before turning them 
on the new pasture. The danger from 
Dloating seems to vary with different 
sectiong of the country, so that the 
accumulated experience of a neigh- 
borhood tk usually better advice on 
the subject of bloating than are 
general recommendations from out- 
side soprces. : 


Proprietary remedies, given tc 
poultry either gs miedicine or ‘mixed 
with feed, or water, are of no use 
whatever in controlling external par- 
asites, says.the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture. . Practicat tests’ carriec 
on by :the:-department, by dosing 
fowls’ with a latge number of differ- 
ent intérnal medicines, show without 
doubt that-not only do these inter- 
nal “remedies” fail to control the 
lice ard mites, but they often de- 
crease the vitality of the fowls and 
thus render them casier tu the par 
asites. No ‘such short -cuts should 
be atten:pted; the standard (control 
yecommandatinas of the departnient 
should be followed. These are sup- 
plied free to interested persons. 


Grasshoppers attacking soy beans 
“may be destroyed’ by .a common 
poison-bran: bait. The species of 
frasthoppers injurious. to soy beans 
are the same that attack ° alfalfa, 
such as the red-legged, lesser migra- 
tory, .and differential grasshoppers. 
They are more likely to cause serious 
damage on soy beans in semiarid sec- 
tions, but during dry summers they 
may multiply sufficiently to cause 
serious injury wherever. beans are 
grown... A good. bait may be. made 
of 50 pounds of wheat bran, 2 pounds 
of Paris green or crude arsenic, 1 
gallon of molasses, 6 gallons of wa- 
-ter, and 134 ounées of amy! acetate. 
“The poison and bran should be 
thoroughly mixed while dry, and the 
molasses and water stirred together 
-and the amyl acetate added to this 
Meuid. .The bran-mixture should be 
‘thoroughly wet with this liquid, but 
not so wet that it cannot be easily 
. distributed. The bait should be broad- 
-east thinly and evenly; if. distributed 
in lumps there is danger of poisoning 
to livestock. About 8 or. 10° pounds 
. (wet weight) are needed to an acre,, 
‘the best time of day for. distribution | 
being the early morning. ;

Fish loses its fresh flavor when 
kept, and. spoils very easily in hot 
weather. Since the flavor, is likely 
to be absorbed by other foods, - fish 
should be kept.in -a very _ tightly’ 
covered dish in the refrigerator, and 
uscd as socn as possible, 


Here’s a good menu for a summer 
evening party; Fruit salad, made 
from lettuce, oranges, pears, peaches, 
and sliced pineapple, dressed with 
whipped ¢ream, and garnished with 
aut meats; crackers spread with cot- 
tage or Roqueford cheese; iced tea or 
a fruitade of any kind. 


Watermelon can be served as a first 
course, like fruit cup or muskmelon, 
for lunch or dinnér. The watermelon 
should be thoroughly chilled, then 
sliced, the rind removed, and the flesh 
cut into conyenient-sized blocks which 
are piled on a plate. See that salt is 
at hand for those who like it on wa- 
termelon. , 


Home methods of setting colors in 
fabrics, such as soaking them in salt 
water, or water with vinegar ‘added, 
are of no avail. Textile specialists 
of the Bureau of Home Economics 
soint out the fact that if there were 
any such simple way: of securing fast 
colors, manufacturers would use it. 
Dyé; however, have greatly improved 
in recent years. If you take home a 
sample of the material you like, and 
wash it, and expose it to strong sun- 
shine, you can tell for yourelf whether 
the goods will be reasonably ‘fast to 
water and to light. 


Make sun suits from your romper 
pattern by cutting the legs very 
short and trimming out the neck and 
armholes as much as you can. Make 
the upper half of some transparent 
or thin’ material, such as fine lawn, 
sross-bar muslin, marquisette, or net. 
The lower part should be of print or. 
other opaque cotton goods of pleas- 
ing. pattern. Make a sun hat. to 
match, to shade the eyes. It should 
be light and washable. Let the chil- 
dren play in sun suits, after they 
have acquired a coat of tan, on any 
summer day when the temperature 
rises above 80 degrees F. Their legs 
may be bare or they may wear bare- 
foot sandals without socks.

There are 6,000 women possessing 
permits to drive cars in Paris, where- 
as some. three years ago there were 
only 600 feminine motorists. The 
French men claim that the increase 
‘in accidents is due to the Fi}nch 
women’s habit of “running wild.” 

The truth, however, is that the 
French men are responsible for the 
accidents arising from women driv- 
ers. Instead of looking where they 
are going, the pedestrians prefer to 
watch the women at the wheel. The 
Parisian cannot get accustomed Lo 
the idea of the Parisienne driving 4 
car, 

A woman driver has just been 
fined in a Paris court $6,000 for an 
‘accident caused by another woman 
The feminine motorist was driving 
her ear in. the Boulevard Saint- 
Michel when another woman crossed 
the road in front of her. Instead of 
putting on the brakes or turning the 
wheel the woman driver simply flung 
up her hands in despair, and the un- 
fortunate pedestrian was so serious- 
ly injured that she is only. just able 
to walk. The accident took place 
two years ago, but French courts 
seldom hurry their decisions. 

Women drivers as a class are care- 
ful and law-abiding. I think it must 
be conceded that the accident statis- 
tics. indicate that women, ‘generally 
are more careful and law-abiding 
than men. : :

E. E. EVANS DIES AT. WEST 
BRANCH 


Edward E. Evans, prominent pio- 
neer citizen of West Branch, passed 
away at his home last Friday. Last 
January’ he suffered a stroke of ap- 
oplexy which left him much en- 
feebled, both’ mentally and physically. 
He was 65 years of age. 

Mr. Evans was the pioneer 
man of this section, having started 
the first’ seed house and the first ele- 
vator at West Branch. He was a great 
help to the farming communities *by 
urging the use of and selling them 
purer and cleaner seed for planting 
purposes, He was very much inter- 
ested in improvement of tha farm 
products, especially grains and alfal- 
fa, and spent freely of his time and 
money for that purpose. Because of 
his love and understanding of Nature 
and the great. out-of-doors, he fore- 
saw, long ago, the effect of the en- 
eroachment of civilization. on our! 
forests, streams and lakes and their 
wild life, and the necessity of protect- 
ing by legislation, the fish and game 
that were so preyed upon and. wasted 
at that time.

ture in Latin 15. 

“What are you going to do. tonight?” 
one undergraduate asks another. 

“Oh! go to @ show, | suppose.” 

“Anything new. in town?" ' 

“Suine old stuff we've been used to 
att yeur—dancing, : performing bear, 
you know the kind. You'd better come 
and go along.” 

“I'd like to but [I'm broke.”

These aren't the exact words, but 
put into Twentieth century Janguage 
the menning Is the same. Plensure 
and pull’ were as much in the young 
fellow’s mind then as now.

PAVED STREETS SAVE MONEY

Following a sumptuous dinner—and 
such meals, (we have never eaten 
better)—the Consumers Power tour 
to the Au Sable river dams was tn 
order. The power company had 
graciously provided two of their in- 
structors, W. E, Jacobs and G. L, 
Jonsen to conduct the party composed 
of 12 cars along the scenic river. 

Foote, Cooke and Five Channels 
dams were visited. No finer scenery 
can one imagine than the dune coun- 
try of the Au Sable where mountains 
of white sand, green forests and a 
mighty harnessed river blend into one 
picture. And what a picture! Words 
cannot adequately describe the Au 
Sable. Winding through high hills 
which are rapidly being reforested the 
€reat tumbling river has been made 
into a series of beautiful lakes. 

It is 105 miles by river from the 
first dam at Mio to the last one 
known as Foote, The Mio dam has a 
25 foot head and its back waters 
cover 700 acres; Alcona is 50 miles 
downstream, forms a thousand acre 
lake and a 50 foot head; Loud is .19 
miles below and its 28 foot head backs 
the river over 600 acres; Five 
Channels jis a brief 3% miles away, 
its lake covertug 550 acres; Cooke 
has a 1900 acre pond, 42 foot head 
and is 16 miles by river from Five 
Channels; Foote is naturally the 
“lower end,” no matter how it is spell- 
ed. It forms a 1000 acre body of 
water and has a 32 foot head. 

The theoretical head for all the 
dams from Mio to Foote would be 
378.6 feet and the working capacity 
is little short of that for the dams. 
Here, a brief step from the jack pine 
plains and bisecting them, is one of 
the greatest power units in the state. 
The electrical energy, generated by 


} the mad rush of the cold waters from i 
:the “peak of Michigan” to Huron, is; 


carried to thousands of industries in! 
every section of the state to say 
nothing of lighting whole cities and 
being turned to hundreds of uses, 

At Five Channels dam the party 
halted for lunch and A. J. Goulette, 
who ig in charge of the river plants, 
was the host. The party then return- ! 


ed to VanEttan, some 22 miles 
through the charming sand trails and 
along 8 scenic route with few 
parallels, 


Sunday morning brought showers

Buried In East Michigan Inland Lake, . 
Believed To Be La Salle’s “Griffin” 


Poetical and Romantic Lake Solitude 
Copyrighted, 1928

Lake Solitude, near East  Tawas, 
Michigan, about three-quarters of a 
mile from fat Lake Huron, one of the 
Sreat inland seas, has a skeleton of 
a mystery ship buried in the muck 
underneath its. placid waters. How 
the derelict came into the waters of 
Lake Solitude is as much an enigma 
as the presence of the ship itself. 

Lake Solitude is small and has no 
eonnection with any body of water 
except through a narrow two-foot 
stream that trickles into Tawas Bay 
aud Lake Huron during the spring of 
the year and dwindles to a dry bed 
for part of the year. 

The battered old boat was in Lake 
Solitude when the first white settlers 
arrived, It was a sizeable craft, about 
sixty feet long, with a deck, First 
settlers described it as having an 
ornately fashioned prow, broad baws 
and narrow high poop resembling the 
old Spanish, Portuguese and French 
caravel ships in the sixteenth -cen- 
tury, Nails which held the withered 
old hulk together were said to have 
been of copper, 

On Lake's Bottom Centurles 

The boat has been on the bottom 
of Lake Solitude for decades—per- 
haps centuries—-that old hulk of roll- 
ing, rotting upper timbers immersed 
in a cobwebby atmosphere of antiqu- 
ity. The pioneers who came to the 
shores of Solitude ninety years ago 
saw it and wondered. Historians have 
wondered ever since. Tourists from 
every state in the Uniou, from pro- 
vinoces of Canada, from European 


countries and even from the Orient, - 


intrigued by the romance of the mys- 
tery, annually visit the isolated Jake. 

No one has positively ascertained 
what ship it was that rests upon Sol- 
itude’s bottom, or how it came to be 
in this inland Jake, A sixty-foot ves- 
sel never sailed into Lake Solitude by 
way of the two-foot wide creek, bot- 
tomed with muck. Jt was a derelict 
before white men setiled in Michigan 
and there is n0 living person who has 
been able to tear away the shroud of 
marine mystery surrounding it. 

The waters of the lake have re- 
ceded and the deck has rotted away, 
but the keel is said to be still intact, 
under the water, despite the constant 
altrilion of lake waters, winds, ice 
and storms. 

The explanation? Here is the only 
logical one, given some credence by 
historians, 

Vessel Built in 1679 

The story Starts in that epoch of 
derring-do when English, French and 
Portuguese adventurers, explorers 
and voyageurs, impelled by the then 
human motives of conquest, discovery 
and regal reward, sailed the known 
and unknown seas. seeking new 
worlds, gold, Arcadias and fountains 
of youth. : 

Nearly 250 years ago, when the 
penetratingly bitter cold of a Januany 
day In 1679 congealed the marrow of 
the most hardy, a Httle band of ap- 
proximately thirty men oiled wearily 
through the plains and baked forests 
on the hazardous and difficult portage 
around Niagara Falls. They made 
up the gallant and intrepid company 
which followed La Satle into the 


water wilderness of the Great Lakes. ; 


On their backs they carried ship's 
furnishings from chandleries of Paris 
and in their hearts the high purpose 
of blazing a trail into a strange and 
unprofaned land. Above the falls 


they hewed great timbers and fash-' 


joned these timbers into the first, 
sailing vessel to embark on the Great ; 
Lakes. On the vessel's prow was}

fancifully carved the grotesque mon- 
ster which gave the “Griffin” her 
name. - 
Crulse Ends in Tragedy 

In August, the boat, which was 
destined to be the flagship of all the 
great fleet on the lakes today, set 
sail. But the cruise which had start- 
ed so yaliantly ended in tragedy—and 


mystery. It departed on August 7%, 
with La Salle as commander and 
Father Hennepin as journalist. The 


Griffin made port at St. Ignace, where 
Father Marquette had established a 
mission eight years before. It cleared 
Michillimackinae for Green Bay Sep- 
tember 2, where it took op a cargo 
of rich furs for La Salles creditors 
in Montreal. La Salle sent the Criffin 
back to Niagara Falls while he con- 
tinued on in @anoes to Lake Peoria, 
I. The Geffin was lost in a storm 
and uever heard of again unless, per- 
haps, the wreck which lies in the wa- 
ters of Lake Solitude is that of the 
iN-omened craft. The fate of the Ar- 
gonauts is unknown. 

Great Inland Sea Covered Areas 

Lake Huron probably extended far- 
ther injJand than the three-quarters of 
a mile of high timbered ridges which 
now separates it from Lake Solitude, 
It is definitely known that at one 
time what is now the northern tip 
of the Lower Peninsula of Michigan 
was covered by a great inland sea, 
and undoubtedly Lake - Solitude is 
what geologists calla newland lake. 

So it is not impossible that the 
hulk of the Griffin was tossed upon 
the shores and the water later re- 
ceded, leaving only a small lake. 
; Pieces of metal salvaged from the 
‘old boat are of ancient workmanship. 
‘As recently as 1900, skeletons were 
, found in the vicinity of the boat, one 
with a sword thrust through it, which 
after much cleaning proved to bear 
the French Lilies and French matto 
and a sixleenth ceulury date, 

If the boat was the Griffin what 
romance hovers about the decayed 
old derelict? What history Hes there 
in the salvaging? All those who know 
the truth perished with the Griffin, 

And every summer, thousands of 
tourists visit Lake Solitude, described 
by one author-tourist as “a spot too 
poetic for anything but a honeymoon,” 
to dream about the ancient sailing 
vesse] lying under the lake's surface, 
resisting the disintegrating pracess 
that always follows in the wake of 
disaster and neglect and which typi- 
fies to the visiting tourist from every 
section of the country the valorous 
and indomitable spirit of thase voy- 
ageurgs of old who first planted the 
cross and civilization jn this great 
territory. 


Logging Camp at Graying 
To Be Premanent Exhibit 


The Hanson Pine tract near Gray- 
ling presented to the state sometime 
ago as a memorial to Major Edward 
Hartwick, is to be the site of the 
reproduction of old-fashioned logging 
camp such as was used in Michigan 
more than a half century ago.

HE New Ambassador International 

i i Bridge across the Detroit River will be 
open for traffic in mid-summer of 1929. 

So many people (individuals and corpora- 
tions) have asked the question, “when will the 
new bridge be ready?”—that it has been con- 
sidered policy to publish from time to time a 
summary of the progress being achieved—an 


abridgment of the bridge. As most of the in- 


quiries. have come from firms and various en- 
terprises planning to.use the new bridge in the 
daily transaction of their business, this data is 


released July 11, 1928. 


At the present rate of progress, the Am- 
bassador International Bridge will be open to 
traffic in the mid-summer of 1929. 


The mild and open winter permitted 
unexpected progress in constructing the 
foundations for the steel towers-and anchor- 
ages. Now that the work below ground is 
completed it is possible to schedule with con- 
fidence the time required for the remain- 
ing steps in construction, based on the ex- 
perience with other large suspension bridges 
recently constructed. 


The anchorage for the cables on both sides 
of the river are made of solid masses of con- 
crete equal in height to a twenty-two story 
building, of which the equivalent of fourteen 
stories will be below ground and eight above. 
On the American side the anchorage is lo- 
cated at West Jefferson Avenue and 21st 


Street in Detroit. On the Canadian side, at 
London and Huron Line Road in Sandwich. 


The massive steel tower on the American 
side is now complete. The Canadian tower 
will be completed July 20th. These towers 
extend to a height of 383 feet above the De- 
troit River and may be compared in height 
with the new Buhl Building. 


The preparatory work for weaving the 
large suspension cables will start the first part 
of August, at which time eight temporary 
cables will be stretched from. anchorage to 
anchorage and over the tops of the steel 
towers. Foot bridges will be built on these 
temporary cables and the work of con- 


structing the large cables, consisting of 


stretching over 14,000 single wires from 
anchorage to anchorage, will be done from 
the foot bridge cables. 


All of the property for the project, includ- 
ing that required for the approaches and ter- 
minals on both sides of the river, has been ac- 
quired. 


Both the Canadian and American Govern- 
ments have approved the general arrange- 
ments for the inspection by Customs and Im- 
migration Officers. To meet these require- 
ments it was necessary to provide an area of 


about seven acres on the American side and: 


more than eight acres on the Canadian side. 


On the Detroit side all the land between 
Howard, Porter, 21st and 22nd Streets was 


necessarily acquired for this purpose. On the 
Canadian side a strip one-half block wide, 
extending along Patricia Road from Wyan- 
dotte to Walnut Streets, together with more 
than the equivalent of a city block area be- 
tween Patricia and Huron Church Line Roads, 
has been acquired in the Town of Sandwich. 


THE TERMINAL spaces required by the 
Governments on each side of the River may 
appear unduly large, but a detailed study of 
the needs proved the necessity of providing 
room for Administration Buildings for Bridge 
Officers, Customs and Immigration Officers, 
for Warehouses, Excise Buildings and thir- 
teen inspection “islands” at both ends of the 


‘bridge. Here traffic in twenty-six lanes may 


be examined simultaneously. —— 

.. TOLLS—These necessarily can only be 
definitely established contemporaneously 
with the opening of the bridge for public 
traffic, but it is,our pleasure to announce that 
in no event will single trip tickets for other. 
than commercial vehicles be in excess of fifty 
cents (50c) including driver and five cents 
(Sc) for each additional passenger. 


The maximum rates for busses and com- 
mercial vehicles of various weights will be an- 
nounced later. 


Commutation tickets will be sold, and it is 
contemplated that commutation rates will be 
substantially lower than the rate to be esta 
lished for single trip tickets. _
